Healthy ingredients like ham and 
cheese. 


e The fact is this sandwich reflects the 
local Valencian culture. 


e Put together with a personal touch. 


(c) Possible evidence showing 
understanding of the advantages of his 
SUCCESS. 


The clients have enjoyed it. 


e Many new ones have come to his 
restaurant to eat the sandwich, 
increasing his income and culinary 
fame. 


(d) Possible evidence showing 
understanding of the tradition of the 
sandwich in Valencia and its importance 
in today’s culture. 


Traditionally people in Valencia have 
had a sandwich mid morning. 


e More healthy than cakes and sweets. 


But this has been replaced lately by 
baking containing sugar and fats 
which are bad for the health. 


e Studies show a relationship between 
drop in consumption of bread, increase 
in consumption of fats, and obesity. 


e Therefore it is important Valencians 
continue to eat the sandwich for their 
good health. 


e And that we all follow this model for 
our own health.

e But was satisfied with her Olympic 


medals as each race is its own moment. 


e She feels she has a lot more to give and 


improve on. 


(c) Possible evidence showing 
understanding of what she is like as a 
person. 


She is focused, hardworking, and self- 
effacing. (Or similar.) 


e Because she takes nothing for 
granted — has a realistic view of the 
sacrifice and effort needed to be at 
the top of one’s sport while 
acknowledging that there is always 
something to improve or more work 
to do. 


e She does not take success as a 
given — you have to work for it. 


(For excellence, the student’s 


descriptions must be justified from the 
text.)
